Response to Amendment

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,4-13, 15-23, 25-28, 30-33, 35-46, 48-67, 69-72 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1, 36, and 70 the prior art of record does not disclose or 
reasonably suggest, along with the other claimed features, a scintillator that is 
optically coupled to a photodetector, comprising: a blue additive dichroic filter or 
a cyan subtractive dichroic filter. 

Regarding claims 19, 26, 31, and 51 the prior art of record does not 
disclose or reasonably suggest, along with the other claimed features, a scintillator 
or photodetector that may be optically coupled, comprising: filtering wavelengths 
of scintillation light that have less than 10% of the intensity of the intensity that 
the wavelength of scintillation light of maximum intensity produces. 

The balance of claims is allowed as being dependent upon already 
allowable claims.
